Roosevelt Men Know Southern Re- 
publicans Are for Hanna, and 
Will Push Scheme To Check- 
mate the Senator from 
Buckeye State.

Washington, December 8.—(Special.)— 
Are the republicans of the southern 
states in danger of destruction as the 
result of the row that is now on between 
President Roosevelt and Senator Hanna? 
Many of them fear so, and they are now 
fiocking to Washington in the hope of 
averting what to them would be serious 
disaster. 

Coincident with the breaking out of the 
present trouble comes the announcement 
of a revival of the old scheme to so 
change the representation in the republi- 
can national convention as fo out the 
southern delegations down to almost 
nothing, while the delegations from the 
heavily republican states would be great- 
ly augmented. It is not a new scheme, 
but there has seemed to be no life to it 
until the present upheaval, which its 
causing such excitement in republican 
ranks. Now the suggestion comes from 
a New England member of the commit- 
tee that in its call for the next national 
convention the committee should change 
the basis of representation from the con- 
gressional representation, as it now is, 
to a plan under which each state shall 
be given one delegate for each 10,..u 
republican votes cast in the last presi- 
dential election. 


Favored by Roosevelt Men. 

What particularly worries southern re- 
publicans at this time is that the men 
who stand sponsvr for the proposition to 
change are almost entirely Roosevelt 
men, and they fear that the influence of 
the administration may be thrown in fa- 
vor of the new plan. 

Heretofore Senator Hanna and his 
friends have been the best friends of the 
southern republicans and have prevented 
the adoption of this plan, even when it 
has been advocated and supported by 
such strong leaders as Senator Quay and 


Postmaster General Payne. While Sena- 
tor Hanna is stil] opposed to the change 
and will fight it, it is feared that resent- 
ment toward the Ohioan for his present 
attitude in relation to the president may 
influence the Roosevelt supporters to 
array themselves in its favor as a re- 
buke to Hanna. The Roosevelt men real- 
ize that if Hanna should become even a 
receptive candidate for the nomination, 
nothing could prevent the southern dele- 
gates flocking to his standard. 
South Is for Hanna. 

The Roosevelt office holders in the 
southern states would be powerless to 
prevent a stampede to Hanna. 

Southern members of the national com- 
mittee and other southern republicans are 
flocking to Washington to use their in- 
fluence with the administration leaders 
to prevent their supporting the resOluton 
which will be presented to the commit- 
tee by Judge Brayton, the member from 
Rhode Island. To accomplish their end 
they are promising no end of southern 
support to President Roosevelt. They 
have summoned their friends from all 
parts of the country and propose to put 
up the strongest fight possible. 

Coionel Youngblood. the “former mem- 
ber of the national committee from Ala- 

ma, fias been here some days working 
in this direction, but his outspoken sup- 
port of Senator Hanna has not been par- 
ticularly beneficia] so far as influencing 
the administration leaders is concerned. 

Johnson and Edwards on Hand. 

United States Marshal Walter Johnson 
and Postmaster Harry Edwards. of Ma- 
cen, lunched with the president today. 
but had little opportunity to talk politics 
of any kind as Andrew Carnegie end a 
number of others were among the lunch- 
eon guests, They were not able ta broach 
this particular subject. Other southerners 
who have mentioned it to the president 
have been met by a disclaimer of any in- 
terest in the matter, he taking the posi- 
tion that it is entirely in the province 
of the national committee. Mr. Johnson 
went over to Philadelphia tonighg to visit 
his daughter and Mr. Edwards went to 
New York, but both will be back the lat- 
ter part of the week when the national) 
committee is in session.

So Cries Senator Gorman,Charg- 

ing. Administration with De- 
sire To Stop Probing, 


SOME ONE “HIGHER UP" 
S BEING. PROTECTED 


Maryland Senator Says All the Facts 
Have Not Been Brought Out, 
and He Demands Congres- 
sional Inquiry—Lodge 
on Administration. 


Washington, December 8.—The recent 
investigation into frauds in the post- 
office department was the basis of a 
Sharp debate in the senate today by Mr. 
Gorman and Mr. Lodge, The discussion 
arose over a motion by Mr. Lodge to re- 
fer to the committee on postoffices the 
resolution introduced by Mr. Penrose. 
looking to a senate investigation into 
the condition of the department. 

Mr. Gorman objected to the reference 
of the resolution to the committee, say- 
ing that he could not gee why Mr. Lodge 
or any one else ‘“‘should desire to stifle the 
investigation.’’ The president had called 
attention to the irregularities in the de- 
partment, saying that the frauds perpe- 
trated there in the past ten years had 
been greater than in the past two cen- 
turies. 

“Sweeping and Horrible.” 


This declaration he characterized as 
“sweeping and horrible,’ and he declared 


the way of an investigation in which the 
minority party coull participate. The 
money taken had, he said, been filched 
from the pockets of the common people. 
The corruption had been so great that it 
had buvbled up to the surface and this 
had occurred ‘‘because the thieves had 
quarreled among themselves over the 
plunder.’’ 

This statement wag followed by the 
declaration that the Investigation had 
been made by men charged with partici- 
pation in the crimes. In view of this fact, 
he could not believe that Mr. Lodge or 
any other senator would desire to stifle 
an inquiry at which a few of the mem- 
bers of the minority might be present 

“We want to  ascr@tain,” he satd, 
“whether the investigation which has 
been made has been entirely on the sur 
face, and whether if is true that, those 
who have made the investigation aré nog 
as guilty as those who have been in- 
vestigated 

“I assert here as a s¢nator.”’ he went 
on, “that there is evidence in writing 
that there were frauds perpetrated by a 
high officer, who is allowed to escape 
entirely. We want the facts. The coOun- 
try is not satisfied with the thoroughness 
of the inquiry and wants the books Jaid 
open for inspection in order that tho 
entire truth may be known. We want to 
aid the president in turning the rascals 
out, as we have no doubt that he desires 
to do, and for these reasons we hope 
that the inquiry will be undertaken.”’ 

Lodge Replies to Gorman. 

Mr. Lodge said Mr. Gorman was incor- 
rectly quoting the president and sald 
that the portion of the president's mes- 
sage to which reference had been made 
applied to the frauds in St. Louls and not 
to the postal frauds. 

“The senator from Maryland forgets,’’ 
he said, ‘‘that congress has twice inves- 
tigated that portion of the postal service 
found to be most at fault and twice gave 
the department a clean bill of health. As 
a matter of fact, there is nothing more 
clumsy than a congressional inquiry.” 
As a result of the department inquiry 
a great mass of testimony had been gath- 
ered which he thought the senate should 
have access to through a committee. 

‘Ty want the testimony brought here,’’ 
he said, “and examined, and I do not 
want the committee committed to the in- 
quiry until we Know what the facts 
are.° 

He did not know whether Mr. Gorman 
had meant to refer tn his accusations to 
the postmaster genéral and the fourth 
assistant, but if he did mean to do Bo, 
Mr. Lodge said, he wished to say that 
both those officials had pressed the in- 
guiry with zeal and with al: the maehin- 
ery in their power. 

The discussion was participated in by 
Messrs. Nelson, Tillman, Hoar and 
Batley. Mr. Nelson said that the great 
danger of a senate investigation would 
be found in the fact that the publicity 
that would be given to the findings would 
aid the accused officials in their defense. 
In this connection he referred to the 
course of the postal prosecutions in Cuba, 
which brought out a discussion as to the 

sibility for the liberation of the 
ee ae were found guilty of frauds 
in Cuba. 

Tillman on ‘‘Me ‘oos.”’ 

While this diversion was in progress 
Mr. Tillman took occasion to remark 
that “in view of the agressions from the 
other end of the capitol and the other 
end of the avenue, senators were in dan- 
ger of becoming ‘me toos,’ " 

This brought out & remonstrance from 
Mr. Hoar against “heated expressions,” 
on the part of the men who might be 
called on to sit as judges in the case. 

The investigation resolution then was 
laid aside and the Cuban reciprocity bill 
taken up. 

Mr. Teller opened the debate in behalf 
of the opposition to the Dill, first taking 
up the question of the constitutionality 
of the method of execution undertaken 
by the measure.

FLING CRAFT 


Langley Once More Tests His 
Aeroplane and Complete 
~ Failure Results,

COMPLETE WRECK MADE 
OF THE AERIAL MACHINE 


Professor Manly Thrown Into the 
Icy Water and Rescued with 
Difficulty—Weather Con- 
ditions Ideal for Test 
of the Air Ship. 


Washington, December 8.--Under 
weather conditions which were regarded 
as perfect. the Langley airship or aero- 
plane today was given a second trial 
a short distance from Washington down 
the Potomac, the result being the com- 
plete wreck of the airship. Everything 
has been in readiness for the trial for 
some days, so that it was felt all that 
was needed for the test was the right 
sort of wind and weather. This after- 
noon these conditions presented them- 
Selves and the test was made. 

On the word being given to launch 
the aeroplane, it glided smoothly along 
the tauncNing tramway until the end of 
the tramway was reached, when, on be- 
ing left to itself, the aeroplane broke 
in two and turned completely Over, pre- 
cipitating Professor Charles M. Manly, 
who was operating it, into the icy water 
beneath the tangle mass. One of his 
assistants leaped overboard and brought 
him aboard the house boat, on which the 
launching tramway was laid. Professor 
Langley was present to witness the test, 
and appeared crestfallen when he &aw 
the product of months of study and la- 
bor disappear beneath the water, 

At 4:40 o'clock if the afternoon, when 
all was ready and with Garkness fast 
approaching, .Profésiir Langley called 
his chief assistant, Mr. Manly, aside and 
gave him his ket! instructions. The lat- 
ter then donned his life jacket and en- 
tered the car. Afte® a few moments he 
set fhe machinery in motion and the pro- 
pellers rapidky revolved. Then he gave 
the signal and an instant later there was 
a crash, the after part of the ship fell 
upon the deck of the house boat, while 
the forward, in which Prof. Manly was 
seated, was seen to rise slightly, then 
turn completely over and drop into the 
water a few feet away, without having 
flown even the slightest distance. The 
failure to fiy was total a@nd the wreck 
of the aeroplane was almost complete.

Teller Attacks General Wood. 

The manufacturing of this sentiment.

He did not pretend to say Gen- 
eral Wood was responsible for all subse- 
quent misrepresentations, but he did con- 
tend that these misrepresentations were 
bought and paid for partly by the Cuban 
government. 

Mr. Teller said®*that sugar stock had 
advanced or declined with the fortunes of 
the bill, and added that it Was in evi- 
dence that Mr. Havemeyer, of the Amer- 
ican Sugar P@fning Company, had inter- 
ested himself financially, as had the 
Cuban government, in the circulation of 
stories of Cuban distress, 

Mr. Teller did not conclude his remarks. 

Mr. Clapp, of Minnesota, made a speech 
contending that the senate should not 
subject treaties to the approval of the 
house, as had been done with this bin.

Important Bills Introduced by 
Messis. Lewis and Griggs 


Appropriations Asked for Public 
Buildings at South Georgia 
Points—Griggs Wants Fed- 
eral Circuit Court at 
Albany.

Washington, December 8.—(Special.)— 
Congressman Lewis, of the third district, 
introduced a batch of general and special 
hills today, many of them of particular 
interest to Georgians. 

One of his bills of general importance 
is to call for the payment of interest at 
the rate of 2 per cent on all government 
money now deposited or hereafter to be 


deposited in the national] banks. Another 
is to extend to national banking associa- 
thons permission to make loans upon real! 
estate to the extent of 25 per cent of 
their capital and surplus. 

Among the bills of loca] interest are the 
following: 

For the 
$59,000. 

To provide for the improvement of the 
roads of the Andersonville national cem- 


etery and the highways leading thereto. 
from Andersonville and Americus, $200.- 


000. s 

For public buildings: At Americus, 
$100,000: at Cordele, $50,000; at Fort Val- 
ley, $50,000; at Hawkineville, $60,000 

Bills granting pensions to Adaline Sim- 
mons, Cynthia Jones, Ellender C. Miller 
and Udariah English, and for an increase 
of pension to Matilda Burks. 

Bills for the relief of the estate of Mrs. 
T. WW. Reese, deceased; for relief of the 
legal representativs of C. M. Bozeman, de- 
ceased, and for the relief of the legal 
representatives of T. V. Johnson, de- 
ceased. 

For a Now Federal Court. 

Judge Griggs, of the second district, in- 
troduced a bill for the holding of cireuit 
and district courts of the United States 
at Albany. It is proposed to create the 
southwestern division of the northern dis- 
trict of Georgia by taking the counties of 
Baker, Clay, Early, Quitman, Randolph, 
Terrell and Webster from the northern 
district, and Berrien, Calhoun, Colquitt, 
Decatur, Dougherty, Lee, Mitchell and 
Worth from the southern district. The 
bill calls for the holding of court at 
Albany on the second Mondays of June 
and December in each year. Suitable 
rooms and accommodation are to be fur- 
nished for the court without cost to the 
government. The bill provides that it 
shall become effective on January |, 1905, 
and sets forth the usual detalls govern- 
ing court proceedings. 

Judge Griggs also introduced bills for 
public buildings at Albany and Thomas- 
ville to cost not to exceed $100,000

Bainbridge Merchant Attacked by 
Bandits While Driving with His 
Wife, Found in Pitiable Con- 
dition—Tells Stary of 
His Fixperience.

Had Enemies in Neighborhood. 

it seems that he hac some enemies in 
that neighborhood, who had threatened 
him, and fearing an assault he carried 
two revolvers with him when going out 
for his wife late yest« rday afternoon after 
She had spent the day with her par- 
ents. 

When returning, he heard Some men 
in front of him, and he jumped out of the 
buggy to defend himscif and also to pro- 
tect his wife. The men fired at him, and 
he returned their shots. This frightened 
the horse, which turned around and began 
running in the direction they had come. 

Mr. Sapp, seeing that he was at the mer- 
cy of the bandits, made his escape through 
the woods. Having gained a sufficient 
distance, he sat down to see if they were 
Still in pursuit, and very soon they pass- 
ed, almost in reach of him. Fortunately 
however, they failed to find him. 

Took Off Shoes and Coat.

He then took off his Shoes and both 
overcoat and coat, so as to make as little 
noise as possible. He didn't realize at 
the time how cold it was, and when he did 
he was afraid to go back and look for his 
clothing. 

He was completely lost in the woods 
until found by rescuing parties this after- 
noon. His feet and hands were frostbit- 
ten, and he is in an otherwise terrible 
condition. 

He and his wife tell the Same story up 
to the time the horse wheeled and ran 
but after this it is supposed that, Mr. 
Sapp’s mind must have been temporarily 
deranged from fright.

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TEXT BOOKS ARE CHOSEN — 
FOR GEORGIA’S SCHOOLS 


BOOKS GEORGIA CHILDRE 
WILL USE FOR FIVE YEARS 


Commission Saves Hundreds of 
Thousands to People of 
Stale 


CONTRACTS G0 TO DOZER 
DIFFERENT. PUBLISHERS 


Where Possible Awards Were Made 
in Favor of Southern Authors. 
Saving Will Be Between 25 
and 50 Per Cent of 
Present Price. 


A uniform series of text books to he 
used for the next five years in the com- 
mon schools of Georgia was finally se- 
lected and adopted last night by the state 
school book cOmmission, after more than 
a month of arduous toil in studying bids, 
reports of the subcommission, hundreds 
of samples of books submitted and hear- 
ing *from numerous representatives of 
beok publishing concerns as to the merits 
of th«ir various publications. 

A tabulated statement is presented here- 
with, showing the various publishers who 
were successful {In securing the contracts, 
the names of the books to be used, the 
priges at which the books are now sold 
in Georgia, and the prices at which they 
are to be furnished to the state under 
bond given by the company offering 
them. 

Immense Annual Saving. 

It will be seen from a comparison of- 
these prices how great an amount will 
be saved annually to the people of Geor- 
gia, the reduction ranging from 25 to 50 
per cent in some cases below the prices 
for which these books can at present be 
obtained of dealers. This will mean a 
saving of hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars to the people of Georgia, it having 
been estimated that the saving will 
amount to more than $690,000 during the 
five-year period. 

The commission reached its conclusion 
last night at a final meeting held at the 
governor's mansion ,after the most care- 
ful and faithful consideration of all the 
books offered, studying them from a 
standpoint of quality as well as of price. 
Dissatisfied with: the first bids. that were 
offered, the commission rejected them al! 
and called for new ones’7 throughout. 
These bids were much below those first 
submitted, and were in every way satis-_ 
factory. Old books will be received in 
exchange for mew ones on the Same 8ub- 
ject, at a value all the way from 50 to 
66 2-3 per cent of the new ‘book. 

The books adopted by the commissior 
will be.used in the public schools nex! 
year, and the contractors will be called 
on to supply them at as early a date as 
possible. The successful bidders will con- 
fer with Attorney General Hart at once, 
and the contracts will be signed without 
delay, it being the desire of the commis- 
sion to get the books here as near the 
first of the year as is possible. 


Statement by Commission. 
Following is a statement from the 
state school book commission relative to 
the books adopted, and giving the com- 
mission’s reason for the actions taken: 


Report of Commission. 

“The state school book commission 
deems ‘it proper to perpetuate with its 
report adopting a uniform system of 
text books for the common schools of 
Georgia, the reasons which actuated 
each and every adoption. The two ands 
half millions of people in Georgia af- 
fected thereby have a right to know, 
and it is our pleasure that they should. 

“The commission recognized from the 
start the delicacy and importance of the 
work which the legislature of the state 
had thrust upon it. and we are cognizant 
of the difficulties and the embarrass- 
ments sure to be encountered in its exe- 
cution. 

"Oz equal importance to good personal 
associates for our children is the com- 
panionship of good books. Senmsfblee of 
this truth, we have undertaken this 
important work. and if we have not done 
it wisely. it has at least been faithfully 
done. 

“In pursuance of the act creating the 
school beok commission. we elected a 
subcommission. Realizing that the suc- 
cess of the radical change about to be 
enacted depended largely upon the. Iin- 
tegrity and intelligence of the subcom- 
mission. we selected a committee of gen- 
tlemen of universally recognized integ- 
rity, conspicuous as educators, and de- 
yoted friends to the cause of education. 

‘We have. as the law directs. ‘given 
great. weight and due consideration to 
the reports and recommendations of the 
subcommission. The individual reports 
of the subcommission are thorough, able 
and exhaustive. If we have acted wisely 
in the selection of books credit {ts due 
largely to the work and report of the 
subcommission. 

‘In the selection of books we have not 
thought it wise to sacrifice quality for 
price, and yet we have not thought it 
proper to ignore price altogether, where 
books were of the same class. y 

‘We have shown a preference for ~ 
southern authors, where the competitive 
books offered were substantially of equal 
merit, but we have not taken, the lIib- 
erty to indulge this sentiment wh®n to 
do so involved an injury to the. ren 
of Georgia, or unduly added fodthe bur- 
dens of the tax-payers who support the 
common schools of the state. 

“No book that is partisan fn charac 
ter or unfair to the south and her tradi- 
tions has, or could for @ moment, find 
favor in our eyes. It has been our aim 
to get the best books at the least pos- 
sible price. 

“There were many books Inspected and 
| rejected of necessity, both Dy the sub- 
commission and the commission. This 
does not mean that the books so re- 
jected were all inferior. Some were re- 
jected because not adapted to our condi- 
tions, while others of equal merit with 
those selected were rejected because dis- 


proportionately expensive. |

Of this numoer 
88,882 were added during the st year, 
Some of the notable gifts to the library 
duriug the year inG¢lude the collection of 
Miss Susan B. Anthony, the. noted wo- 
man suffragist. More than 400 volumes 
are. contained in the: Anthony collection 
The most notable contribution of manu- 
scripts is that presented by the family of 
Montgomery Blair, comprising the An- 
drew Jackson papers, consisting of more 
than four thousand separate pieces.

Smith had made impossible the slightest 
confusion or improbable any discomfort 
for any of those anxious to see the ini- 
tia) skirmish fought through.

The jury brought ‘In their verdict iate 
this afternoon after having been out five 
hours. It read! “We, the j ury, find the 
defendant guilty of voluntary man- 
slaughter.’”” Judge Butt will sentence the 
prisoner tomorrow morning. 


The Burton Case. 

So far only seven jurors’ have been 
secured in the Burton case, although 
seventy-six jurymen have been examined. 
Bailiffs have been out tonight summon- 
ing men to court tomorrow morning to 
be empaneled as jurors. Some 200 men 
have been drawn as jurors in the Musco- 
gee court this weck, to serve in murder 
cases, and a majority of them have dis- 
qualified. Such wholesale disqualifica- 
tion was never known before in the his- 
tory of thig county, and it fs at a great 
difficulty that the Burton jury is being 
made up. Judge Butt has taken occa- 
sion time and again to impress plainly 
upon the jurymen what is meant by 
*“‘bias’’ and “prejudice.”” Burton is be- 
ing prosecuted by his son, James Bur- 
ton, brother of the dead boy. The sur- 
viving brother, who is about grown, 0c- 
cupied a seat by the side of the solicitor 
this afternoon, while his father, the 
prisoner, sat by his attorney, E. J. Wynn, 
on the other side of the tablee.

Constitution Bureau, 467*Second Street, 
Macon, Ga., December 8.—(Special.)—The 
voters of Macon today authorized the 
creation of $60,000 of 4 per cent twenty- 
year bonds, $40,000 to be consumed ‘In 
the construction of sewers in Vineville, 
Huguenin Heights and Pleasant Hill and 
$20,000 to go into the building of an audi- 
torium. 

Nearly 900 of the !|,160 voters responded 
to the cull, and invitation of those ac- | 
tively at work, and gave an expression to 
their views. A complete count shows 
that 871 were cast for the bonds, while 
Only I12 tax payers expressed an opinion 
adverse to the cheap-rate-long-time-run- 
ning obligation. 

The interest in the contest was decidedly 
more acute than had been anticipated. 
The voters were ready, when advised of 
the fact that the day for creating or 
negativing the bonds was here, and 
quickly turned out for an expression of 
opinion. . 

Autos Proved Much Help. 

The automobiles did their wurk and 
did it well. They proved the features of 
the day, and it is to the automobile the 
bond issue owes more than to’ uny 
other worker. The owners of these space 
killers turned cow catcher, pilot or front 
wheels to any point of the compass 
marked by Mayor Smith or any member 
of any of the working cOmmittees and 
touched in high places only until the 
object of search, always a voter was 
found. Then it was a hair-splitting race 
to the ballot box to which that voter 
owed allegtance 

The ballot deposited, the voter was 
hied back to his place of business or given 
a spill at any point he selected. The 
mayor and the members of the working 
committees were equipped with registra- 
tion sheets, and as fast as a vote was 
cast the name was marked off. In this 
way, a complete and almost perfect rec- 
vrd was kept. 

The result of the election is more @ 
matter of pleasure to the citizens than. 
a surprise. There were some of the best 
posted Maconians who were apprehen- 
sive, Not on account of the want of feel- 
ing for the bonds, but on account of a 
want of interest.

But an investigation 
by surgeons failed to disclose any broken 
bones indicating a death of that kind 
A sum of money, nearly $100 in bills, a 
fine double case gold watch and a two- 
karat diamond scarf pin and a diamond 
ring were in open view of the coroner 
and the jury of inquest. The presence of 
the money and the jewelry precluded the 
possibility of foul murder, unless the 
killing might have been provoked by other 
motives than that of robbery. The re- 
mains were turned over to an under- 
taker, prepared for burial, and, this evo- 
ning, were sent by: the Southern to Kel- 
ly’s home at Flovilla for interment.

NELSON PUSHES 
FINANCIAL BILL 


Almost Identical with the 
Aldrich Measure in 57th 
- Congress. 


Washington, December 8.—Senator Nel- 
son today introduced a bill almost ident- 
ical with the Aldrich financial bill intro- 
duced in the fifty-seventh congress, in so 
far as it provides’for the increasing of 
circulating notes of national banking as- 
soctations, : 

It provides that the treasurer,of the 
United States may receive as deposits in 
addition to the United States bonds re- 
quired to be deposited under existing 
laws, bonds or interest bearing obliga- 
tions of any state. county or city, or rail- 
road company under the same conditions 
exacted in the Aldrich bill. Provisions 
made that the banking association shall 
be entitled to receive circulating notes in 
amount equal to the par value of such 
bonds or interest bearing obligations, 
provided that the total amount of cir- 
culating notes issued shall not exceed at 
any time the amount of capital stock 
actually paid in. This provision does not, 
however, repeal or modify ine require- 
ment that additional deposit of bonds or 
lawful money shall be made in case the 
market value of the bonds or obligations 
shall fall below their par value. 

Senator Nelso also introduced a bill to 
authorize national banking associations 
to make loans on real estate security. 
The bill provides that any national bank- 
ing assoctation in a place of not mor6é 
than 20,000 people may loan money not 
exceeding in the aggregate one-third of 
its paid-up capital and surplus upon farm, 
real estate security, such loans not {to 
exceed in any case one-third of the real 
cash value of the security. 


MINORS SUFFER 
IF THEY DESERT 


May Secure Release from 
Navy but Desertion Means 
Prison, 


Montgomery, Ala., December 8.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The United States cireuit court 
of appeals of this district today held 
that when minors over [6 enlist in the 
navy, they are entitled to their release, 
but have to serve sentence if they de- 
Sert. 

This was settled in the case of the 
United States v. P. A. Reeves, of this 
city. Reeves enlisted December, !190!, and 
deserted in January, !903. The chief of 
police here arrested him on orders from 
the navy department. Habeag corpus was 
granted the father of the alleged desert- 
er. 

In the application for the writ the fa- 
ther stated that the boy wag I7 years 
old and that he had not received the 
consent of his parents to enlist. After 
Reeves’ arrest charges and specifications 
of fraudulent enlistment and desertion 
were preferred against him by the act- 
ing secretary of the navy. Judge Thomas

Passes Away at Brighton, 


Educated for Civil Emgineer, He 
Tugned to Philosophy and for 
Years He Has Been Famous 
World Over—Seventy- 
three Years Old. 


London, December 8.—Herbert Spencer, 
the famous author, died this morning at 
his home in Brighton. His health had 
been failing for some months. The illness 
took a critical turn a few days ago, 
and he became unconscious last night, 
passing away without pain. By his own

given out during Mr. Spencer’s illness. 


The attending physician certifies that 
Herbert Spencer died of zenile decay. The 
distinguished writer, having no near reia- 
tives living, was attended by the nurse 
and his secretary. By his own wish, the 
remains will be brought to London and 
cremated at Hemstead. 

Herbert Spencer was born at Derby, 
England, in 1820. His first studies were 
done with a view of being a civil engi- 
neer, and he thoroughly equipped him- 
self for this profession, but about 1845 
he became greatly interested in phil- 
osophical studies, and soon afterward 
gave his entire time to the prosecution of 
these studies, and that of general litera- 
ture. .

Small wonder there is agitation in 
the inner circles of the Roosevelt ad- 
ministration. What can this attack 
of The Gincinnati Commercial Trib- 
une upon our beloved president mean, 
anyway? Why should it devolve upon 
the organ of that distinguished citizen 
of the Buckeye State, Boss George B. 
Cox, to become spokes. an for repub- 
lican opposition to the nomination of 
Theodore Roosevelt, and just at a 
time when Mr. Hanna is devoting all 
his spare hours to protesting his love 
and pledging himself to harmony. 

Far be it from us to suggest that 
there is sinister meaning to this Cin- 
cinnati attack. Of course, it does 
seem a little peculiar that the leading 
republican newspaper of Senator Han- 
na’s own state should voice the claim 
that the interests of the party demand 
that some other than President Roose- 
velt be the republican standard bearer 
In 1904. Senator Hanna cannot be 
held responsible for the utterances of 
all the editors in Ohio; and then, too, 
The Commercial Tribune is published 
in Senator Foraker’s town, not in 
Cueveland. But— 

Well, it is a little curious that Mr. 
Eshelby, the editor of The Commer- 
cia] Tribune, happened to be in New 
York the other day when Senator 
Hanna was there. And it may be 
worthy of passing note that Mr. Eshel- 
by’s paper is the personal organ of 
Mr. George B. Cox, the boss para- 
mount of southern Ohio, the man who 
did more than any other one man to 
accomplish Senator Hanna’s first elec- 
tion and who since has been most par- 
ticularly close to the old man. 

Mr. Hanna says Theodore loves him 
and the president is blissfully confi- 
dent that he is foremost in the affec- 
tion of Uncle Mark. Well and good. 
Surely that spells harmony. Why, 
then, should Mr. Cox and Mr. Eshelby 
disturb the entente between the bold 
trust twins by suggestions of party 
discontent in New York, Rhode Island, 
Massachusetts, Indiana, Kentucky, the 
south and the west? Why should 
they reveal] the fact—for it is a fact 
—that there is steadily growing re- 
publican anxiety as to the result of 
the presidential election? Why should 
they recall the painful recollection of 
the joy felt in New York when Roose- 
velt was shoved out of the governor- 
ship into what was designed to be a 
vice presidency hole? Why should a 
republican organ point to President 
Roosevelt’s admitted weakness in his 
home state, a state whose position 
will in all likelihood determine the re- 
sult of the contest of 1904? 

President Roosevelt and Senator 
Lodge and Murray Crane and the 
others of the inner administration cir- 
cle are asking these questions with 
anxiety, and well they may. Attempt 
to disguise it as they do, there is fear 
in their souls. Such of them as have 
real political sense realize that the 
utterances of The Commercial Trib- 
une represent the views of a very 
great many republican leaders and 
practical politicians other than Sena- 
tor Hanna and George Cox. ‘The dil- 
ettantes in politics may have a su- 
preme contempt for the practical poli- 
ticians between elections, but even 
they realize that in a political contest 
it is well to have the politicians with 
you. 

Viewed in any light, this republican 
attack upon President Roosevelt is of 
great importance. It may not prevent 
his nomination; certainly up to this 
time everything has indicated that 
things would come his way. But with 
this sort of feeling rampant in his 
party, what would the nomination be 
worth? Opposed by the entire con- 
servative business sentiment of the 
country, having the labor union lead- 
ers—despite his catering to them as 
no other man in high office has done 
—antagonistic to him, and with the 
majority of the practical politicians 
lukewarm, if nothing worse, there is 
little in the present outlook to bring 
joy to the heart of the man in the 
white house. 

It may be that one way or the other 
this attack on the part of the leading 
republican organ in Ohio may mean 
the beginning of his end.

The Senate and the President. 

The peaceful wind-up of the extra 
session of congress is worthy of notice 
principally because it served to em- 
phasize the quiet but effective rebuke 
which the senate administered to a 
gentleman who undertook to rough- 
ride over that body. 

The senate, the only branch of the 
government conducted in a way to 
preserve to the representatives of the 
people the right to be heard, decided 
it would debate the Cuban bill as it 
chose and to this end fixed the 16th 
of this month as the day for final 
vote. : 

The repuvlican leaders of the sen- 
ate, men of wide experience in legis- 
lation, considered that by reaching 
this agreement with the members op- 
posed to the bill they had done more 
to advance the interests of that meas- 
ure than could have possibly been 
accomplished by any effort to drive 
the bill through. But this way of do- 
ing things did not meet the approval 
of the white house devotee of spectac- 
ularitis and he at once conspired wita 
the speaker of the house to “discip- 
line” the senate. There should be no 
adjournment of the special session un- 
less the Cuban bill was passed by that 
body. 

The senate thereupon smiled, said 
nothing and did nothing. The repub- 
licans of the senate assumed that they 
had accomplished everything that 
could possibly have been expected of 
them, and they went about their bus- 
iness in their own sweet way. The re- 
sult was what might have been ex- 
pected. The white house “drive” of the 
Senate was a rank fizzle. 

The only person or interest injured 
by the little set-to between the presi-

dent and the senate leaders is @ gen- 
tleman temporarily ‘residing in the 
white house who sadly needs the 
friendship and support of these .ead- 
ers in the furtherance of certain polit- 
ical ambitions which he is nursing.

The President’s Message. 

Having carefully read the annual 
message of the president to congress, 
we do not see how many of our read- 
ers can be other minded than that it is 
interesting, but at no point remarka- 
ble. 

Disposing of routine subjects with 
something of characteristic brusque- 
ness and self-sufficiency of comment, 
the president really devotes his in- 
tenser message to the subject of the 
Panama canal and the new relations 
of this country to the people who 
claim the sovereignty within which it 
lies. He assumes that congress set 
him the task of obtaining the Panama 
route within a reasonable time and on 
just terms. Reciting the situation as 
it is now in Panama and how it came 
about, he assumes that he has dis- 
charged his duty and that no valid 
question can be raised as to the steps 
by which the result was obtained. He 
takes it for granted wholly that what 
he has done will be approved and the 
canal treaty ratified by congress. 

That far we think he argues well 
and assumes no more than he has @ 
right to expect from the general tem- 
per of the people of this country and 
the almost unanimous opinion that we 
have come honestly by the rights now 
sought to be confirmed by _ the 
treaty. : 

In the matter of army promotions 
President Roosevelt does no more 
than put into official expression what 
has been the common sense judgment 
of the common people for nearly half 
a century. The idea that men must 
be promoted to positions they are 
clearly not fitted to fill purely because 
they have liyed up through ranks to a 
seniority by service is absurd. The 
people of the United States want ef- 
ficiency rewarded and cannot but feel 
a wholesome disgust for any cast- 
iron system of survival rights to pro- 
motion that would make the former 
impossible. 

Beyond these matters the president 
goes into subjects more or less polit- 
ical and shows that he wrote this lat- 
est message wth a shrewd eye to its 
vote-making qualities. Where those 
interests are touched on that are sen- 
sitive toward his fitness for his high 
office he walks on egg shells with a 
most adroit vagueness. Where he 
thinks he can strike a popular chord 
he hits out for it “just to hear it 
hum!” He reveals all the way down 
to his signature that he is bidding up 
his fitness for and right to the noml- 
nation of his party next year. 

Yet, as a whole, the message is not 
a presidential document, measured by 
the poise, scope and dignity imparted 
into such documents by the least of 
his predecessors.

Only Needs To Work. 


Editor Constitution: Replying to the 
query, “What can a man with $200 and 
willing to work do in Georgia,’’ I take the 
liberty of suggesting the following: 

It all hinges on the possibilities of his 
gcod right arm, 

We need and can use thousands of that 
class of men here in Georgia. I know 
these people, helpéd land thousands of 
‘bem in North Dakota, where they got 
rich; but they spend more for fuel and 
extra clothes in that state than is suf- 
ficient for them to live on here. 

‘lo come down to business, one can with 
$200 buy 25 acres of land and plant 5 
acres in peaches yet this winter. As sevun 
as this is done he can go to work for 
me or some of the peach raisers here, and 
we will board him and plant each year 
for him 10 acres more in peaches and fix 
it so he can piow it, his trees, monthly, 
provided, always, he is a good worker and 
don’t want to quit every Saturday or 
circus day or loaf about the village half 
his time. We want some, badly, first- 
class, intelligent labor. 

At the end of the third year he will 
have his first 5 acres of fruit, which, 
taking the past ten years as a guide, have 
enough to buy him a team, build a smali 
house and stuff enough to carry him un- 
til he ean raise his garden stuff next 
spring and get something from his crop 
of berries he will plant In his last ten 
acres. The fourth ani sixth year his 
crop will net him sufficient to carry him 
and bulld a better barn and buy 25 more 
acres of land, and clear and plant a 
part of it.

Only one man on the train was hurt 
at all seriously. This was Conductor Ea- | 
ward Rosencrans, of Atlanta, who had | 
charge of the dining car on this run from | 
New Orleans to Atlanta. A number of | 
Other people on the train were bruised | 
Slightly, but none of them sufficiently to 
necessitate their being’ given attention 
upon reaching the city. Al] the passengers 
of the train proceeded upon their way 
to Washington and New York after ar- 
riving at Atlanta, and there were no 
complaints from any of them. 

Conductor Rosencrans was rather bad- 
ly wrenched &hd bruised by being thrown 
down. He was standing at the time of 
the accident occurred and the motion of 
the coach at the time it struck the switch 
threw him over against some obstacle in 
the car and he was hurt. He was placed 
in a cab when the train reached Atlanta 
and takén to his home in West End, de- 
clining to go to the hospitl.

It Was caused 
by one of those 
guarded against, according to those who 
have investigated the matter. 


The train was approaching LaGrange 
at the rate of 40 miles “an hour and all 
signals were favorable to its entry into 
the city. Apparently the switch at Unity 
Mills was in proper shape and the en- 
gineer did not slacken speed as he neared 
it. The engine passed over in safety, as 
did the baggage coach, but at that in- 
stant the brake rod fell and struck the 
point of the switch and threw it out of 
alignment and the fast moving sleepers 
began to bump on the crossties and toss 
the passengers about. 

Wrecking Train Sent. 

Messages were sent at once to Atlanta 
for a wrecking train to come down and 
President Charles A. Wickersham, Gen- 
era] Passenger Agent J. P. Billups and 
others went down on this train. Mr. 
Wiekersham continued on to the scene 
of the wreck, but Mr. Billups left the 
wrecking train at Grantville and waited 
for the supposed injured to be brought 
up on another train. President Wicker- 
sham took active charge of the work of 
clearing the track and by 2 p. m. the 
right of way was open. 

The passengers who were on No. 38 
were transferred into the day coaches, 
which had passed over the switch, and 
were moved farther up the Hine, where 
they waited for No. 40. When this ar- 
rived its passengers were also placed on 
the day coaches of the first train and 
all were brought to Atlanta, reaching 
here at 2:40 p. m. 

The list of those who sustained In- 
juries, according to their statements, is 
as follows: Ed Rosencrans, conductor on 
the dining car; colored chef on the diner, 
Jack Taylor; Henry Harper, of Atlanta; 
A. bl. Gravenstein, New York; W. L. 
London, Atlanta, and H. J. Woodcock, 
Oswego, N. Y. It is stated that none of 
these, except the first named, are injured 
seriously, and none of them’went to the 
hospital. Those who were on the train 
bound for New York continued on their 
way. 

An Official Statement. 

President Wickersham, of the West 
Point, made the following official state- 
ment concerning the’ wreck: 

“The wreck was caused by a broken 
brake rod catching the bridle bar on the 
switch at Unity Mills, breaking the same 
and betting four cars in on the side track, 
two of which are partially turned over.

“By the time the 
thing happens you will find whole sets 
of china striking you In the back, the 
contents of the wine closet playing ping 
pong with your head, and it will be rain- 
ing syrup, sugar, pepper, salt, silver 
things and finger bowls, and if you are 
like me, it'll be just .your luck to be 
caught in the sterm without an um- 
brella.”’

MORE POWER 
FOR M. WITTE 


Czar Will Recall to Office 
the Famous Statesman 
Financier. 


BERLIN, Dec. 8.—According to news 
received here from Russian sources the 
newly. appointed minister of finance, 
Plehwe, having come hopelessly to grief, 
all indications point to the famous states- 
man-financier, M. Witte, returning to 
power with even more extensive pre- 
rogatives than heretofore. 

There is such intense revalry existing 
between. severa] of the highest authori- 
ties in Russia fhat the question of ap- 
pointing a chancellor with power super- 
ior to all except the emperor is once 
more in the foreground of political pos- 
sibilities. The name of M. Witte natur- 
ally comes up as that of the most likely 
person to fill the position. The emperor 
is overwhelmed with work and the con- 
stant antagonism of the foremost person- 
ages of his empire and their continued 
appeals to him are said to have led to 
consideration of apointing a chancellor 
who would bear the responsibility of ar- 
biter and referee of the various polliti- 
cal diplomatic and military factions and 
in return consult with the emperor upon 
the best and final course to adopt.

CARS WILL KEEP 
FORTY DEGREES 


This Is the Temperature To 
Be Suggested by Mayor 


At Conference Yesterday Between 
Captain Howell aya Councilmen 
the Question of Heating 
the Trolley Cars Is 
Considered.

The temperature of the street cars will 
probably be kept at about 40 degrees. All 
trolley cars may also be equipped with 
thermometers. 

No definite arrangements have been 
made and they will probably not be until 
after a conference between Mayor How- 
ell and President Arkwright of the Geor- 
gia Railway and Electric company, which 
is expected to take place today. 

These matters were decided upon dur- 
ing a meeting in the office of Mayor How- 
ell yesterday morning. This meeting was 
attended by Mayor Howell, Alderman 
Inman, Councilman Amorous, Councilman 
Turner and Councilman Winn. 

“IT do not care to have the whole respon- 
sibility of this matter thrown upon me,’ 
declared Mayor Howell last evening. ‘““We 
have not yet reached any decision and 
will not reach one until after Mr. Ark- 
wright has been consulted. It 1!s his 
business to operate the street railway 
system and I do not care to assume the 
responsibility of telling him what to do 
about heating the cars.”’ 


Company Is Agreeable, 

President Arkwright was asked for a 
statement regarding the heating of street 
cars. He said: 

‘“T have not yet been notified of the re- 
sult “of the conference of this morning, 
but I will do anything that the mayor 
requests me to do. If he wants the 
heat turned on the cars when the out- 
side weather is sixty degrees I will turn 
it on. I do not know why I should be 
consulted because the city officials know 
as much as I do about the proper degree 
of temperature for turning on the heat. 
I will do just what I said I would in my 
letter to the mayor. TI will give the peo- 
ple the heat whenever he says to do so.” 


Forty Degrees Suggested. 

The mayor suggested that the tempera- 
ture of the cars be kept at about forty 
degrees, and that heat be turned off when 
that degree of warmth is attained. The 
others agreed to this. Alderman Inman 
suggested that each car be equipped 
with a thermometer in order that forty 
degrees of warmth may be maintained. 
This was agreed to, and the conference 
adjourned.

Washington, December 8.—When the 
senate committee on military affairs con- 
vened today to continue its investiga- 
tion of the charges against General Leon- 
ard Wood, M. C. Fosnes, a postoffice in- 
spectoOr, was called to the stand. 

He identified a copy of a letter which he 
had written to Fourth Assistant Postmas- 
ter Genera! Bristow under date of Octo- 
ber 8, 1901, recounting the incidents con- 
nected with a visit he had received from 
Judge Ortiz, president of the Audiencia, 
which court tried the Cuban postal cases, 

The visit was for the purpose of obtain- 
ing translations of the Bristow report on 
the Cuban postal frauds for use in the 
trials. In the letter Mr. Fosnes said it 
was the opinion of Judge Ortiz that the 
translation should be made tn the Unfted 
States. Mr. Fosnes was asked whether 
ne had learned that the request made 
by Judge Ortiz was at the suggestion of 
General Wood, and answered that such 
was his understanding. It was shown 
that the translations were made at a cost 
of $350 and that the cost was paid out 
of the Cuban insular funds. 


Successor to Rathbone. 

The Spanish version of the report was 
filed as documentary evidence and used 
by the Cuban judges in the trials. Wit- 
ness was asked if he considered the re- 
port ex-parte evidence and non-partisan. 
He replied that it-was the official report. 
He was asked to state his office in Cuba, 
and replied that he succeeded Major 
Rathbone as director general of posts. 

Major Edgar S. Dudley, U. S. A., was 
the second witness. He said he had serv- 
ed in Cuba as judge advocate under the 
administration of General Wood as 
governor general. He said that 
when General Wood received the 
application for the Jai Alai Com- 
pany for a concession to erect a “fronton” 
for the playing of the Cuban game of 
pelota, the application had been referred 
to him for investigation. After making 
a thorough inquiry int6 the character of 
the game, the witness said he had inform- 
ed Genera] Wood that he should retuse 
to indorse the application on the grounds 
that the game was a gambling institution 
and therefore should not be permitted 
during American occupation. He said 
that the application had been changed to 
represent the mere building of an amuse- 
ment amphitheater and that in that form 
it had received the approval of the war 
department. The concession to the Jai 
Alai Company was subsequently granted 
by General Wood.

He 
told the cothmittee of his meeting with 
Captain E. G. Ballairs, at Havana, say- 
ing that he became convinced that Bal- 
lairs came to Havana with the purpose or 
wilfully falsifying conditions in the 1s!- 
and.

Charlotte, N. C., December 8.—In "e- 
Fponse to a call by a committee repre- 
senting the North Carolina Manufactur- 
ers’ Association, over a hundred. cotton 
manufacturers, representing 244,392 spin- 
dles and 8,065 looms, located throughout 
the southern states, met here today and 
inaugurated a plan for the curtailment 
of the production of cotton goods by the 
mills of the entire country. 

A committee of fifteen was named to 
meet a similar committee from other sec- 
tions and agree to decrease production 
throughout the United States. Even be- 
fore the meeting was convened it was 
evident that the one purpose of the ses- 
sion would be to curtail production, or to 
make an effort in that direction by a 
Joint resolution. 

Alfred A. Thompson.. of the Raleigh 
cotton mills, made a motion that the 
necessity for national curtailment be con- 
sidered the sense of the meéting. 

Mr. Thompson suggested that a meet- 
ing should be held tn Washington, at 
Which representatives of manufacturers 
from all parts of the world might discuss 
this great question on a common ground. 
*He took occasion to predict a large cotton 
crop for next year. 

The Thompson motion was referred to a 
committee of three, which after a half 
hour's deliberation made the following 
report which was adopted with but one 
dissenting vote: 


Resolution Advocating Meeting. 

‘Resolved, That with the view of se- 
curing national curtailment, which we 
think absolutely necessary to the cotton 
industry, we recommend ..iat a commit- 
tee of fifteen from the North Carolina 
association be appointed by the chair to 
meet in Washington city at as early date 
as can be agreed upon, with like commit- 
tees from other states. 

“That fhe other southern states, the 
middle and New England atates, be invit- 
ed by the chairman of this meeting to 
appoint similar committees which, when 
they meet in Washington, as a joint com- 
mittee, will formulate a plan that wil! 
bring about curtailment throughout the 


United States. 
“And that this joint committee immedi- 


ately call a national meeting of manufac- 
turers at such place ahd dafe as they can 
Agree upon.” 

After the reading of the motion, there 
was an interesting discussion. W. C. 
Heath, of Monroe, N. C., president of the 
American Cotton Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion. stated that he did not think it 
would do any good to attempt to curtail 
unless a forfeit was put up that would 
be binding upon all men concerned In the 
matter. He thought that immediately fol- 
lowing the meeting there should be held 
in the different southern states meetings 
of manufacturers, at which committees 
could be appointed, and the sentiment of 
the bodies could be expressed at a meéet- 
ing to be held conjointly with the New 
England or northern people. 


Curtailment Unwise Now. 

He sald the meeting would be unwise 
to put itself in a position where it seem- 
ed to try to depress the price of cotton. 
Curtailment is all right, but not now. 
Curtailment should not begin before July 
or August, when the proper care could 
Heath 
criticised the tendency that sought to 
damn the speculators; was tired of hear- 
Ing this censure of Brown and Sully and 
Frank Hayne. He knew that two-thirds 
of the men before him did what was 
termed gambling tn the cotton market. 

President Gordon, of the Georgia Cotton 
Manufacturers’ Association, in response 
to a call for a speech, said that he favor- 
ed the plan under consideration and be- 
lieved that curtailment was the only solu- 
tion. He thought the prices of cotton 
would remain high, It remained for the 
manufacturers to regulate the price of 
cheir goods.

New Ergland Spinners Undecided. 

Boston, December 8.—It cannot be told 
at this time what effect the move to 
bring about a curtailment of production 
in the cottin mills of the country will 
have in New England. 

Few manufacturers care to express an 
opinion at present and those who are 
»willing to discuss the situation are not 


agreed on a plan to be pursued, although 
they generally admit that mill owners 
cannot turn cut goods at a profit with 
cotton at the prevailing quotations and 
while buyers of the finished product 
maintain their present attitude. 

It seems to be the sentiment of owners 
of sfnall mills and of treasurers who are 
short of cotton thag@ curtailment of pro- 
duction is absolutely necessary. 

Some of the larger mills in New Eng- 
land, especially several of the manufac- 
turers in the northern section who have 
a fair cotton ‘supply are not edvocating 
a shut-down at this time and it {fs not 
believed that they would care to do 
much curtailing unless they received as- 
surances that the movement would be 
general in all sections, north and sough.

Marines Landed for Their Health 
and To Be in Readiness To

Colon, Colombia, December 8.—A com- 
pany of marines from the United Stafes 
auxiliary cruiser Dixie, under command 
of Captain Wirt McCreary, were landed 
here this morning, and took a train for 
Empire, a «town on the railroad near 
Panama, where a camp was established 
in the canal company’s buildings. An- 
ether company of marines to the num- 
ber of fifty from the Dixie left on 
the afternoon train for Empire. 

The camp at Empire is nuw thoroughly 
eyuipped and all precautions from 2 san- 
itary standpoint to insure the health of 
the marines have been taken. ‘The camp 
will be supplie@ with water from the 
Dixie pending the analysis of the drinking 
water available there If this water 
should be found to be good the remainder 
of the 450 marines on board the Dixte will 
be transferred to the camp in batches 4 
fifty. The stated official purpose of this 
movement is to give Lhe marires prictic- 
in the building of camps and to provide 
1.@lief from their long confinement qn the 
vessel. The actual purpose of the United 
States government in landing the marines 
«5 however, believed to be connected with 
the precautionary measures now being 
carried out on both sides of the isthmus 
and, perhaps, also for the mora) effect 
which the landirg of the marines may 
have on the native garrisod at Panama, 
the lovalty of which, though hitherto an- 
soiutely unswerving, has Deen questioned 
in some quarters, especially since the 
aiscovery of the plot against the life of 
General Huertas. 

Considered Significant. 

It is considered significant that the 
point selected for the encampment of the 
Dixie’s martnes, while it is the highese 
end best so far as sanitary conditions 
are concerned, on the line of the Pan- 
ama railroad, is also on the trail most 
frequently used in the past for the move- 
ment «f troops oevriand from tne Cauca 
aistrict into the Chiriqui district. 

The report of the movement of 3,000 
soldiers from Cartagena for the purpose 
of invading the isthmus can not bef 
confirmed. Rumors of such movements 
mav be looked for frequently, particularty 
aq the people of the isthmus are more 
or less excited by the prehautionary 
measures adopted by the United States. 

Parama, December 8.—The Panaman 
gun boat Padilla and the United States 
gun boat Concord left thts afternoon for 
Chiriqui. 

The Unite@ States cruiser Boston and 
the Panaman gun boat Chucuito have 
left for the Gulf of Darien and the Chepo 
river, the Chucuito taking A4etachmenis 
"f troops. 

It te announced that the entrance to 
tne Atrate river at the head of the gulf 
of Darien is being closely guarded so that 
any attempts on the part of the Colom- 
bian government to send troops through 
this river to the isthmus will be ineffec- 
tive. 

Precautionary and Sanitary. 

Washington, December 8.—Admiral] 
Glass, commanding the American naval] 
forces at the isthmus of Panama, has 
informed the navy department of the 
work now in progress Of establishing a 
vamp of marines from the crulser Dixie 
at Empire. The scheme as explained tn 
Washington by naval officials is a pre- 
écautionary and sanitary one, and if the 
other vessels now at Panama and Colon 
remain there any great length of time, 
and the condition of the health of the 
men demand it, the marines from those 
ships may also be sent ashore to camp 
temporarily. This, however, has not 
been seriously considered as yet. 

The presence of the marines near Pan- 
ama, as indicated in the Colon dis- 
patches, it is believed will have a strong 
moral effectt on the garrison at that 
place, and in the event that necessity 
requires ft will be available to assist the 
native government it: nipping in the bud 
any attempt at an uprising. 

Reyes To Employ Counsel. 

General Rafael Reyes, the Colombian 
minister plenipotentiary, now in Wash- 
ington on a special mission, conformably 
to the practice in such cases, fias caliea 
at the residences of the various ministers 
accredited to the United States and left 
his card. Tomorrow he expects to make 
‘the acquaintance of the ambassadors re- 
siding in Washington. He still declines 
to discuss his future plans for publication 
and is carefully considering every feat- 
use of his mission before calling on Sec- 
retary Hay for the purpose of making 
any requests of the state department in 
connection with the isthmian situation. 
It is believed, although General Reyes 
declines to admit it, that he fs consider- 
ing the advisability of engaging some 
eminent American counsel .to assist him 
in the presentation of his case before the 


state department.

Defense Suppressing tvidence 
In Shipbuilding Hearing, 


George W. Perkins Tells of Morgan’s 
Connection with the Trust—Let- 
ters Produced by Perkins 
Kept from the News- 
paper Reporters. 


New York, December 8,—At the hearing 
in the United States Shipbuilding receiv- 
ership proceedings today, Lewis Nixon, 
president of the company, who has occu- 
pied the stand for some time, concluded 
his testimony, and was followed by George 
W. Perkins, who gave the story of the 
connection of Morgan & Co. with the 
shipbuilding flotation. His testimony on 
direct examination went to show that 
Morgan & Co.’s connection with the ship- 
building cOmpany consisted in supply- 
ing trust companies with money to loan 
the shipbuilding company and In the sale 
of the Bethlehem plant. 

The defense made strong efforts to keep 
certain cablegrams and letters baring on 
the French underwriting from being pub- 
lished and at the close of the hearing 
Mr. Guthrie pocketed the copy of one 
letter, the newspaper men being unable to 
obtain it. 

Samuel Untermyer, counsel for the su- 
ing bondholders, continued the redirect 
examination of Mr. Nixon with questions 
about the*ability of the shipbuilding com- 
pany to have continugd its business with- 
out the Sheldon reorganization plan. Mr. 
Nixon declared that if the Bethlehem 
company had paid diivdends, the ship- 
building company could have gone on. 

“What was the cause of the collapse 
of the shipbuilding company?” asked Mr. 
Untermyer. 

“The suit which your clients started,” 
answered Mr. Nixon, but Mr. Untermyer, 
unsatisfied, made him admit that the 
promulgation of the Sheldon reorgant- 
zation plan was a confession of insolven- 
cy. 

Mr. Nixon became quite angry at a line 
of questioning aiming to bring out that 
he was « co-promoter with Young in the 
formation of the company ang inat part 
of the price paid him for the Crescent 
yards was really his promoters’ profits. 

Morgan’s Man on Stand. 

Mr. Perkins took the stand after re- 
cess to testify to the connection af the 
firm of J. P. Morgan & Co. with the 
flotation of the shipbuilding: company. 

Mr. Perkins gave an account of the 
connection of the firm with the shipbuild- 
ing company. In August, 1902, he said, 
he Wae approached by Mr. Pam, Mr. 
Nixon and Mr. Dresser, who wished to opb- 
tain from Morgan & Co. a loan for the 
shipbuilding company, Mr. Dresser repre- 
senting to him on August !! that a large 
amount of the shipbuilding securities had 
been underwritten in France; that .the 
money would arrive in a week or ten 
days, but that funds were needéd for the 
company at once. Mr. Perkins said he 
declined to make the loan for the ween 
or ten days, saying that as a firm, Mor- 
gan & Co. could have no connection with 
the shipbuilding ‘nduatry. The next day, 
after another conversation with Mr. 
Dresser, Mr. Perkins, on behalf of his 
firm, agreed to deposit $750,000 in each 
of three trust companies for ten days, 
Mr. Dresser having represented that these 
trust companies were willing to take an 
interest in the shipbuilding company if 
they had the necessary funds to loan. 

Morgan & Co. were willing to aid the 
shipbuilding company to this extent, he 
said, because the existence of the ship- 
building cOmpany would be advantageous 
to the steel corporation, and because the 
sale of the Bethlehem plant had been 
represented to Morgan & Co. by Mr. 
Schwab as a highly desirable arrangement 
for the steel company. 

The French Underwriting. 

Mr. Untermyer pressed him with ques- 
tions about the knowledge Morgan & 
Co. had of the French underwriting and 
of the security upon which Mr. Dresscr 
obtained the mOney from the trust com; 
panies, but Mr. Perkins insisted that these 
were details {n which the company was 
not concerned. Mr. Perkins was then 
asked about a cablegram sent by him to 
the Paris house of Morgan, Harjes & 
Co., on July 30, 1902. Mr. McCook, of 
Alexander & Green, Mr. Perkins said, 
had requested several times that he ca- 
ble ta Morgan, Harjes & Co. a represen- 
tation that would aid the French under- 
writing and he had finally consenited 
to send a cablegram, which he worded 
as follows: ‘ 

“C. M. Schwab and his friends are in- 
terested In the new shipbuilding company, 
here, and wil) be very glad tio have you 
take as cordial a view of It as is con- 
sistent.”’ 

Mr. Perkins produced the letter recetveqg 
in reply, which was admitted as evidence, 
but not made public.

Washington, December 8.—Briefs in 
behalf of the Northern Securities Com- 
pany and the Northern Pacific Railway 
Company in the case of the United States 
versus those two compantes and the 
Great Northern Company were filed in 
the supreme court today. The brief of 
the Securities company is by George B. 
Young, and that of the Northern Pacific 
by C. W. Bunn. 

Mr. Young's brief is a @ocument of over 
300 pages and in it he traces minutely 
the origin of the merger. The movement 
for this consolidation he attributes large- 
ly to the raid in May, 1901, by hostile 
interests on Northern Pacific stock, 
which it was considered most important 
to prevent and says: 

“The Union Pacific interests still held 
about $37,000,000 of the Northern Pa- 
cific cOmmon stock. Between one and two 
millions were not held by elther of the 
parties. The loss of three millions from 
the majority holdings might occur from 
Various causes and the attack just de- 
feated might be renewed with success 
by the same or other assailants.”’

They had 
every reason to believe, Mr. Young con- 
tinues, that such a holding as that of the 
Union Pacific in the Northern Pacific 
was not contrary to the anti-trust law 
and “the inaction of the attorney general 
showed that this was also the opinion of 
that high official, charged with the en- 
forcement of the anti-trust act.”’

Investigation Is Ordered 
by Washington. 


Constantinople, December 8.—The Unit- 
ed States flag over the consulate at Alex- 
andretta, Asiatic Turkey, has been hauled 
down and Consul Davies has left his post 
for Beirut. in consequence of a serious 
diplomatic incident during which Mr. 
Davies was insulted and assaulted by the 
local police. 

The affair grew out of the arrest of an 
Armenian—Channes Attarian—a  natu- 
ralized American citizen. 

Attarian had been in prison at Alepo 


during the last two months and had just 
been liberated through the intervention 
of the American consular agent on condi- 
tion of his leaving the country forthwith. 

Mr. Davies was accompanying Attarian 
on board a departinb steamer when the 
police intercepted the-party, assaulted and 
insulted Mr. Davies, and, despite the re- 
sistance of the consul and his attendant 
guards, rearrested Attarian and took him 
back to prison. 

Mr. Davies immediately lowered the flag 
over the consulate and formally broke off 
relations with the Turkish authorities by 
quitting Alexandretta, leaving the con- 
sulate in charge of the vice consul. A 
mob of Moslems seized on the-occasion to 
make a hostile demonstration against the 
consulate and against Christians gen- 
erally. 

What the Turks Claim. 

The local authorities insist that Mr. 
Davies struck the police with a cane and 
that after’ the rearrest of Attarian the 
consular canvasses (military couriers) 
attempted to rescue him and that in the 


the windows of the prison. 

The Turkish authorities further clalm 
that Attarian, who is a native of Diar- 
bekir, Asiatic Turkey, has been traveling 
about the country with an fliegal pass- 
port. They also point out that the ques- 
tion of Armenians naturalHzed in Amer- 
ica returning to Turkey has always been 
a source of trouble, since the porte inya- 
riably refuses to» recognize naturaliza- 
tion. 

When Attarian was arrested $2,500 was 
found in his pocket. This, it is believed, 
may have contributed to his arrest, the 
Turks suspecting him of being a revolu- 
tionist. The matter is engaging the en- 
ergetic attention of the United States le- 
gation here. Minister Leishman has 
made urgent representations to the porte 
and is now awaiting a fuller report be- 
fore taking further steps. 

The outrage, it is anticipated here, will 
lead to strong action or the part of the 
United States to obtain full reparation, 
especially as ful) satisfaction for the 
Beirnt affair has not yet been given. — 


Washington Orders Investigation. 
Washington, December 8.—The state 
department has received a brief cable- 
gram from Consul Davies at Alexan- 
dretta, Asiatic Turkey, saying that he 
had had trouble with the local police at 
Alexandretta and had left for Beirut in 
consequence, The state department 
promptly cabled Minister Leishman at 
Constantinople to Institute a thorough 
investigation of the whole affair.

Pengacola, Fia.. December 8.--Captain 
Lofrengren, master of the Swedish bark 
J. Wilkestrom, Jr., which arrived at quar- 
eantine yesterday, relates a terrible story 
of hardship undergone by 
his crew while on the voyage from South 
Africa to Pensacola, 

The bark started on the voyage twelve 
months ago and had been out for about 
three months when all the crew was 
attacked with beri beri, a disease which 
al] sailors dread. For several weeks the 
cTew battled with the disease, but finally 
they became so weak and disabled that 
they were unable to handle the vessel 

They were then several hwindred miles 
off Port of Spain, Trinidad, and a few 
days afterwards a French steamer sight- 
ed the bark drifting about. The steamer 
Passed a line to the bark and towed her 
to Port of Spain. When that porTt was 
reached five dead men lay on the deck, 
while around them were half a dozen oth- 
ers, almost in a dying condition. The 
master was also nearly dead. 

The sailors received attention, and the 
master went to his home in Sweden, 
where he remained for nearly four 
months under treatment. He then re- 
turned to Port of Spain, and found that 
the natives had stripped his vessel] of 
everything of any value, including the 
nautical instruments: After considerable 
docks at the navy yard and repaltred.

Miss Barton Says the So- 
clety Welcomes Investl- 
gation. 


Washington, December 8.—The Ameri- 
can Red Cross Society, in annual meet- 
ing here ttoday, decided to grant the re- 
quest of the opposition for an investiga- 
tion as tto the condition of the work of 
the society. Not one of the sixty-three 
former members who were suspended 
and later invited to return was present 
at the meeting. Those present soupene 
they welcomeq an _ investigation * and 
unanimously agreed that the investigat- 
ing committee should be appointed by 
Hon. Richard Olney, former secretary of 
state, and now general counsel for the 
Red Cross. 

Today's gathering was the fourth an- 
nual meeting since the national charter 
was granted in 1900. At the request of 
Miss Clara Barton, the president of: the 
society, former Secretary Olney presided. 

Miss Barton's anual report, which she 
fread at the opening, said the organization 
had cause for gratitude that so little of 
relief of great disasters and still less of 
war had claimed attention during the 
year. Of the dissension in the society 
ranks she said: 

“Fortunately our storms have been 
confined to ourselves. They have dis- 
turbed no other country—swept no other 
coast. In all our existence never have 
such marks of sympathetic friendship and 
encouragement come across the sea to us 
as during the present year; and the in- 
ternational committee of Geneva, 
through its published bulletin to all na- 
tions, finds space for pages of unbroken 
approval of the Red Cross of America,”’ 

The report of Secretary Samuel W. 
Briggs showed an increase in member- 
ship duritg the year of 180. Mr. Edward 
Howe, superintendent of the first aid de- 
partment, sai that thirty-five states had 
taken up the work of that department, 
whose efforts were directed towards the 
‘mitigation of the horrors of our great 
industrial struggle, in which, day by day. 
men and women are being killed and 
maime.”’ 

The report of the committee on a: new 
set of bylaws was aopted. It changed 
the anual meeting from December to an- 
uary. The most {mportant change, how- 
ever, is in thie election of a board of 
trustees, who shall have the immediate 
government of the society. 

The article relating to the board pro- 
vides that the Immediate conduct of the 
affairs of the corporation shall be vested 
in a board of thirteen tpustees, of whom 
‘the president shall be one, ex-officio. 
The remaining twelve are to be elected 
annually for one year. The board is to 
select an executive committee of five, 
who, when ‘the board is not in session, ts 
to exercise all the powers of the full 
board, *.

Meeting of ‘the National 
Magnates in New | 
York

New York, December 8.—At the first 
session of the annual winter meeting of 
the National League and American Asso- 
ciation of Professional Baseball Clubs 
at the Hotel Victoria today, Harry C. 
Pulliam was unanimously reelected presi- 
dent for the ensuing year. The members 
present were President Pulliam, A. H. 
Soden and J. H. Billings, of Boston; 
James A. Hart, of Chicago; Barney Drey- 
fus, of Pittsburg; H. R. Von Der Horst 
and Edward Hanlon, of Brooklyn; John 
T. Brush, of New York; Frank De Haas 
Robison, of St. Louis; James Potter, of 
Philadelphia, and Augustus Herrman, of 
Cincinnati. 

The league ratified the agreement be- 
tween the leagues signed in ncinnat!l 
last summer, which took the place of the 
“peace agreement’ that was arranged 
between the National League and the 
American League, and which the major 
and minor leagues worked under during 
the past season. 7 

The resolution adopted at the meeting 
of the league on March 4, last, vesting in 
the president full and absolute power to 
maintain discipline on the ball fleld, and 
giving him full power to suspend or fine 
any player who should be guilty of dis- 
orderly conduct, was reaffirmed and 
ordered placed in the by-laws of the 
league. 

The committee on constitution was in- 
structed to make the necessary changes 
in the constitution so that it will conform 
with the new national agreement, and a 
motion was adopted to change thé name 
of the league from the National League 
and American Association of Baseball 
Clubs to the National League of Profes- 
sional Baseball Clubs. The board decided 
to stand by the foul-strike rule, and the 
committee on ruies will be instructed to 
vote against any efforts of the committee 
on rules of the American League when 
the two committees meet to mace rules 
for the players to rescind the rule. 

The board awarded the national league 
pennant for the past season to the Pitts- 
burg club. 

One of the most important plans to be 
considered before adjournment relates to 
the exchange of players between the two 
major organizations. Under the present 
agreement, clubs cannot exchange play- 
ers without notifying all other clubs. To 
the National League magnates this ap- 
pears to be unfair, for it blocks any at- 
tempt that a club might nave in trying 
to strengthen itself. Most of the magnates 
think that they have a remedy for the 
evil, and the question is bound to bring 
out considerable discussion. 


Aged Negress Gored to Death. 


Mortgomery, Ala., December 8.—Gored 
by an enraged bull, with great gashes 
and wounds in her hody from head to 
foot, Sallie Williams, an aged negress, 
died in terrible agony today before her 
body was removed from the scene of the 
tragedy. There was no witness to the 
unequal fight with the maddened animal 
except Henry Holt, a brother in law of 
the woman, who reached her too late to 
save her from being literally torn to 
pieces.

Trinidad, Colo., December 8.—Four 
striking coal miners, Italians and Sicil- 
ians, were shot in the fight last night 
at the Segundo cdke ovens with the Colo- 
rado Fuel and Iron Company's guards.

Crar Takes a Hand in Russo- 
Japanese tmbrogli, 


Asa Result of the Czar’s Efforts, 
Peace Between Japan and Hus- 
sia Is Believed To Be As- 
sured—Czar Opposed 
to ‘War. 


tween Russia snd Japan is now belleved 
to be assured, as the result of a con- 
ference between the czar and Foreign 
Minister Lamsdorff on the Japanese pro- 
posals. 

The conference lasted an hour and a 
half, during which certain modifications 
of Japan’s prepesals relative to Corea 
were decided upen. These were imme- 
diately cabled te Baron de Rosen, the 
Russian minister to Japan, and Admiral 
Alexieff, the Russian viceroy in the far 
east, The modifications are said te be of 
minor importance. The convention will 
cover only Corea. Russia acknowledges 
Japan’s predominating influence there 
with the right to protect it. Certain 
reservations ere made regarding coast 
defenses er stations, to prevent any in- 
terruption of Russian sea commuhica- 
tion with Vladivostock and Port Arthur. 

A separate understanding will cover 
Manchuria, Japan agreeing to leave the 
question of evacuation in abeyance, to 
recognize ‘Russia's special position and 
special interests there and undertaking 
not to interfere with them. In return 
Russia is to acknOwledge Japan's trad- 
ing privileges secured under treaties with 
China. Exactly what form the latter 
arrangement will take is not known, 
manifestly, since it covers territory over 
which China exercises sovereignty. Prob- 
ably It will not be made the subject of a 
treaty, but will take the form of a note. 

If Japan is ready to make the conces-

It is not 
often that a trader can buy with sucn 
security as he could this morning, and 
by midday sell out with @0 points to his 
credit. But this was what happened and 
the peculiar part of the whole business 
was that the bears who had no money to 
lose did the selling an@ were caught 
again. Of course this was unfortunate 
and all that, but it’s all in fortunes of 
war. We could not give an account of 
today’s market without referring to bears. 
Some of the largest traders in the mar- 
ket bought cotton at noon, where every 
bale showed a loss. This operation ac- 
counted for the sudden advance just as 
it accounted for the break. Bears smasi- 
ed the price into a bag and were caught.

SECRETARY OF TREASURY 
MAKES A STRONG REPORT 


Washington, December 8.—The report 
of Leslie M. Shaw, secretary of the treas- 
ury, was made public today. The reve- 
nues of the government from al] sources 
(by warrants) for the fisca] year ended 
Tune 30 1903, were $560,396,674.40, and 
from postal révenues $134,224,443.24, 
making the total receipts $694,621!1,117.64. 
The tota] expenditures were $640,323.,- 
450.28 of which $138,425;64297 was for 
pensions. The surplus was $54,297,667.36. 

The report in part follows: 

Operations of the Treasury. 

The most noticeable features in the 
condition of the treasury are the in- 
creased available cash balance and the 
increased holdings of gold. Since 1890 the 
available cash balance, including the re- 
serve, has more than doubled, rising from 
$179,259,837.18 to $388,686,114.23. The 
cash in the general fund increased dur- 
ing the year by $30,103,869.67, and the 
liabilities increased $3,605,116.60, Thus, 
the available cash balance at the end of 
1903 exceeded that of 1902 by $26,498,- 
753.07. : 

Increased receipts from customs, sales 
of lands and from miscellaneous sourcés 
nearly equaled the diminution in receipts 
from internal revenue. The increase of 
expenditures for the fiscal year 1903 
uver those of 1902 resulted in a reduc- 
tion of the surplus revenue for the year 
of $36,989,708.21. 

For the first quarter of the fiscal year 
1904 the receipts were $6,733.297.42 
greater than the expenditures.

Our Monetary System. 

By the provisions of a very wise act 
of congress, approved March 14, 1900, 
it was made the duty of the secretary 
of the treasury to redeem United States 
notes and treasury notes in gold on de- 
mand, and to maintain all forms of 
money issued or coined by the govern- 
ment at a parity of value. Evidently 
the people have understood, as they are 
justified in doing, that this stateute au- 
thorizes the redemption of silver and sil- 
ver certificates in gold whenever neces- 
sary for the maintenance of parity. 
Nothing short of this assurance would 
have carried us through the period to 
which I have referred. 

One well recognized weakness, how- 
ever, has been strongly emphasized—our 
currency system is non-elastic. It does 
not respond to the varying needs of sea- 
or of localities, or of changing 
conditions of business, This admitted 
defect should be remedied. But in rem- 
edying ft no measure should be consid- 
ered that will In anywise weaken that 


Should be injected that will cause dis- 
trust or doubt. Fortunately, at the 
present time no recipfent of any of our 
Several forms of money stops to examine 
its character. It 1s all known to be as 
good as gold, for the credit of the gov- 
ernment is pledged to maintain its parity 
with gold. No act should be passed 
authoriing the issuance of anything less 
safe and secure, 
National Bank Circulation.
